It may not have been nationally tele- 
vised, but the first debate between the Col- 
lege Republicans and the Fort Hays State 
University Democrats was no less exciting, 
bringing up many current topics of discus- 
sion. 

The two groups, who met on Nov. 30, 
debated a wide range of issues including 



gun control, the war on terror, the state 
funding of education, and FHSU becoming 
a laptop university. Each group submitted 
questions to Dr Chapman Rackaway, as- 
sistant professor of political science, who 
chose questions from each group and also 
added wildcard questions. 

Several bursts of applause to the FHSU 
Democrats' answers gave the impression 
that audience seemed to be made up of 



mostly supporters of the FHSU Demo- 
crats. 

"Republicans and Democrats had the 
same opportunity to bring friends, family, 
and classmates to the debate," said FHSU 
Democrats sponsor, Shala Bannister, after 
the debate.

buttal. Steward followed this by introduc- 
ing the faculty sponsors, the debaters for 
each side, and the president of the College 
Republicans.

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Roe V. Wade: A brief look at abortion case law

As the confirmation battle of 
the newest U.S. Supreme Court 
nominee, Samuel Alito, heats up, 
this may a good time for all of us 
to review the history of what has 
become the most pivotal topic in 
judicial confirmations: Abortion. 

In 1973, the U.S. Supreme 
Court held a Texas statute uncon- 
stitutional for making it a crime 
to perform an abortion unless a 
woman's life was at stake. The 
Court ruled for the first time that 
the constitutional right to privacy 
"is broad enough to encompass a 
woman's decision whether or not 
to terminate her pregnancy." 

However, according to the 



Court, the individual woman's in- 
terest to "choose" only outweighs 
the states interest of possibly pro- 
tecting "life" until viability, the 
point in pregnancy at which there 
is a reasonable possibility for the 
sustained survival of the fetus 
outside the womb. 

To reach its decision in Roe 
and because the Constitution does 
not specifically address the issue 
of abortion, the Supreme Court 
drew on decades of previous case 
law precedent stating that the 
government cannot interfere with 
certain personal decisions about 
procreation, marriage, and other 
aspects of family life. 

The Court again addressed 
privacy rights in the case of Gris- 
wold V. Connecticut. In this case, 
the Supreme Court found that a 
state statute making it a crime to 
use or provide birth control vio- 
lated the right to privacy. 

Since the pivotal and contro- 
versial case of Roe, many anti- 
abortion advocates have sought 



to overturn the Roe decision by 
slowly restricting the abortion ac- 
cess of women. 

While many of these restric- 
tions have been found unconstitu- 
tional, the Court opened the door 
to some limits such as the ability 
of young and low-income women 
to choose abortion. Also, bans on 
state and federal funding for abor- 
tions were held constitutional, as 
were requirements that young 
women obtain the consent or no- 
tification of their parents prior to 
receiving an abortion. 

In 1992, the Supreme Court 
pendulum swung in the conser- 
vative direction with President 
Reagan's and President Bush's 
Supreme Court appointments. 

Many thought this was the time 
the Court would overrule Roe. 

The Pennsylvania case i^/a^w^ti 
Parenthood v. Casey resulted in a 
divided opinion that established 
a new test — the "undue burden 
standard" — for determining 
whether abortion restrictions are 



constitutional. According to the 
Court, the government cannot 
pass laws that have "the purpose 
or effect of placing a substantial 
obstacle in the path of a woman 
seeking an abortion." However, 
the Court did reaffirm the central 
holding of Roe - a woman has 
a constitutional right to choose 
abortion before viability and 
thereafter if her life or health is at 
stake. 

Coincidently, President Bush's 
new nominee. Judge Alito, was 
a judge on the Federal Appellate 
Court which heard the Casey case 
prior to its appeal to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. The Appeals Court 
overturned the Pennsylvania re- 
strictions, although Judge Alito 
dissented and argued for the alter- 
native outcome. 

Last week, the U.S. Supreme 
Court heard oral arguments for 
the case4y^^^^ v. Planned Parent- 
hood. This case challenged a New 
Hampshire statute that forbids a 
doctor from performing an abor-

tion on a minor, unless she notifies 
her parent(s). More importantly, 
there was no health exception in 
this statute for the minor. 

In the upcoming months, it will 
be interesting to see how Presi- 
dent Bush's two new Supreme 
Court Justices, Chief Justice Rob- 
erts and possibly Judge Alito, rule 
on this polarizing issue.

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TBill Shanahan 

Times Talk examines torture

"Truth, Torture and the 
American Way" provided a 
look into the poHtics centered 
around the current debate over 
the use of torture by American 
forces. 

This Dec. 1 Times Talk 
presentation was presented by 
Dr. Bill Shanahan, assistant 
professor of communication. 

In the first part of the pre- 
sentation, Shanahan read parts 
of President Bush's national 
security strategy. 

"Freedom is a non-negotia- 
ble demand of human dignity, 
the birthright of every person 
in every civilization," Shana- 
han read from the document. 
"We do not use our strength to 
press for unilateral advantage. 
The national security strategy 
of the United States says that 



every person, m every coun- 
try, in every civilization, in 
every culture, must adhere 
to a United States doctrine of 
freedom that includes respect 
for private property." 

From this Shanahan then 
postulated that, "Liberal dem- 
ocratic capitalism is the plan- 
etary vision for democracy 
across the globe. It should be 
like us, it should adhere to our 
respect for private property; it 
should define political liberty 
as economic liberty, capital- 
ism. 

"There is a new paradigm 
on war engendered by the so 
called war on terror." 

Shanahan then spoke of 
the movement from the Bush 
administration promulgating 
memos that outline human 
dignity "except for certain 
individuals" to the national 
security strategy that outlined 



human dignity. 

Shanahan also spoke 
of attorney General John 
Ashcroft's papers that stated 
groups like Al Queda do not 
qualify for protection under 
the Geneva Convention be- 
cause they are not a nation- 
state. 

He said the definition of 
torture moved from the broad 
definition to a narrow one 
that defines physical torture 
as "pain equating to organ 
failure or death." This allows 
for more use of torture against 
non- Americans. 

Shanahan 's argument con- 
tinued to outline policies that 
would allow for American 
torture of non- Americans. 

In the last moments of the 
presentation Shanahan said, 
"If we rob ourselves of the 
things that make us who we 
are. . . then we become them."
